Wing county and central Minnesota 
had experienced Its first earthquake 
tremor the Dispatch reporter wired 
in the news to Georgetown Univer­ 
sity, Washington, D, C., where there 
I* maintained a set of delicate seis­ 
mographic Instruments, tuned, It has 
often been asserted, to register earth­ 
quake tremors within a radius of 
10,000 miles. 


It did seem appropriate In a way 
to have scientific instruments to back 
up th** earthquake story first sent 
out of Brainerd and scoffed at and 
Joked at by some newspaper* to which 
it was reported. 


In this instance, however, science 
didn’t have a large enough ear drum 
to catch the rumble in central Min­ 
nesota. 
Tills message was received 
from Georgetown University: 


Washington, D. C., 
Wept. 4, 1917. 
No earth tremors recorded here 
Monday.

.Scientifically, there have therefore 
been no tremors In central Minne­ 
sota.

Minneapolis heard the news of the 
quuki- with doubts un to its genuine­ 
ness. 
Down then* they made a run 
to the .Stat** University to see if such 
a thing could really happen. 


Warren Upham of the state his­ 
torical society and professors In the 
geological department of the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota said last night 
that no earthquake has ever been 
recorded In Minne sota since the com­ 
ing of th** whites and perhaps long 
before that. 
"There Is no reason why Minne­ 
sota 
should 
not 
have 
an 
earth­ 
quake.” Mr. Upham said, “ but the 
fa< t remains that we have been sing­ 
ularly exempted.” 
Because there is no seismograph in 
the state, Mr. Upham explained that 
it cannot lie definitely said that no 
tremors from distant shocks have 
never occurred here. 
It is known, however, that there 
has never been one heavy enough to 
be noticeable without til*! aid of the 
instrument. 
Faulty limestone rock formation 
under the subsoil between St. Paul 
and Hastings indicates that In pre­ 
historic times this part of the coun­ 
try was visited by a heavy shock, is 
hi* belief.

Has Recovered Her Health 


(Bv Rev. Win. Lloyd Crist) 
Recently a friend of mine, who is 
an enthusiastic and ard e n t bird lover. 
wrote me, asking if there was one 
good th in g I could say in regard to 
the English sp arrow, and I replied 
•‘Yes. his persis tency!” 


To begin with, he Is not an E n g ­ 
lish bird, but his original home is 
Russia. 
Over sixty years ago. some 
lunatic who was visiting in England, 
foolishly imported 
a few 
pairs of 
th em to friends in New York city. 
and they have increased so rapidly 
th a t they are one of t h e worst pests 
America has to deal with. 


It is guilty, am ong other things. 
of destroying m a n y of our nativ e 
birds. 
Having come from the cold 
north , it does not m igrate in w in te r 
as ou r native birds do, therefore when 
spring-tim e comes and our m igratory 
birds return, th e s p a rro w considers 
them interlopers, and kills them. 


The bluebird, one of our most v a l ­ 
uable orchard birds, finds upon a r ­ 
riving in the spring, all holes an d 
boxes already 
prc-emptied 
by 
th*. 
sparrow. 
The sa m e is true of th** 
W ren s and Purple Martins. 
Several 
of o u r birds especially the Baltimore 
Oriole, arrives as the fruit trees are 
blossoming, and from those blossoms 
he makes over a hundred meals a 
day, from the insects and Insect eggs 
hidden In the blossoms. 
But he very 
often m ust look elsewhere for m a ­ 
terial to build his nest, for he fails 
to And enough str in g in the n e i g h ­ 
borhood 
to line his nest, for Mr 
Sparrow has carried them all away. 
There are a n u m b e r of remedies 
suggested to rid us of them, some of 
which I consider foolish. 
While liv­ 
ing in a certain state. I learned th e re 
was a reward of three cents per head 
being paid for sparrows. 
The s ta te s­ 
man that would enact laws like th a t 
should have a g u ardia n, to say the 
least. 
They were usually killed by 
boys, who could not distinguish be­ 
tween o ur male song sparrows and 
tile male English sparrow, without 
h e a rin g their voices, therefore the 
state was rapidly being denuded of 
one of its loveliest birds and s w ee t­ 
est 
singers. 
A nother remedy s u g ­ 
gested is poisoning by strychnine or 
arsenic. 
I do not approve of this 
either, as o th er birds will also be 
poisoned thereby. 
One of my old bird friends s u g ­ 
gests the following, which I think 
th e most satisfactory. 
IL* says: 
‘‘When th e people shall be fully 
informed as to th** results that will 
follow th e ever Increasing n u m b e r of 
English sparrows, then enlig htened 
action will bi* taken. 
Bird w ardens 
will he appointed for certain t e r r i ­ 
tory as is now indicated to mail c a r ­ 
riers. 
Their duty will be to destroy
